This Office action is responsive to the amendment filed on March 19, 2003. 
Claims 1-2, 7-9, 11, 13-14, 16-18 and 26-29 are pending in this application. 
Claims 3-6, 10, 12, 15, and 19-25 have been cancelled. 

1. Claims 1-2, 7-9, 11, 13-14, 16-18 and 26-29 are allowed and renumbered as 1-11, 14-15, 
and 12-13 respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art taken 
either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest: a) a number of alignment balls 
attached to the number of annular ring shaped alignment pads, as recited in claims 1 and 26, and 
b) a number of alignment bullets attached to the number of annular ring shaped alignment pads, 
as recited in claims 13 and 27, especially when these limitations are considered within the 
specific combination claimed.
